THE KERALA LOCAL AUTHORITIES LAWS 

(AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE , 1962 


Promulgated by the Governor of Kerala in the Thirteenth Year 

of the Republic of India . 


AN ORDINANCE to amend the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 , the 
Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960, the Kerala Local Authorities Entertain 
ments Tax Act, 1961, and the Kerala Cattle Trespass Act, 1961. 


Preamble. - WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Kerala is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 


Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor of Kerala is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) This Ordinance may be called 
the Kerala Local Authorities Laws (Amend nent) Ordinance, 1962. 


( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 


2. Certain Acts to be temporarily amended . During the period of opera 
tion of this Ordinance , the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 
1961), the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 1960), the Kerala 
Local Authorities Entertainments Tax Act, 1961 ( Act 20 of 1961), and 
the Kerala Cattle Trespass Act, 1961 (Act 26 of 1961), shall have effect 
subject to the amendments specified in sections 3 , 4 , 5 and 6 
respectively , 
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3. Amendment of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 1961) . - 
In the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 1961), 


(i) in section 3, for clauses (12) , (13) and (14), the follow 
ing clauses shall be substituted , namely : 


“ ( 12 ) Deputy Director means the officer appointed by 
the Government by notification in the Gazette to perform the functions 
of a Deputy Director under this Act for the area specified in the 
notification ; 


(13) Director means the officer appointed by the Govern 
ment by notification in the Gazette to perform the functions of the 
Director under this Act ; 


( 14 ) election authority means such authority, not being 
the chairman or vice-chairmansor a councillor, as may be appointed 
by the Governmentby notification in the Gazette ; " ; 


( ii ) in section 46 , in sub -section (2 ), for the words “ Deputy 
Director " , the word " Director" shall be substituted ; 


(iii ) in section 81, in sub-section (2 ), for the words " Deputy 
Director " , the word “ Director " shall be substituted . 


4. Amendment of section 2 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 ( Act 32 of 
1960) .- In section 2 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 
1960), for clauses (7) and (8) , the following clauses shall be substi 
tuted , namely : 


" (7) Director means the oflicer appointed by the Govern 
ment by notification in the Gazette to perform the functions of the 
Director under this Act ; 


(8 ) Deputy Director means the officer appointed by the 
Government by notification in the Gazette to perform the functions 
of a Deputy Director under this Act for the area specified in the 
notification ; . 
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5. Amendment of section 12 of the Kerala Local Authorities Entertainment 
Tax Act, 1961 (Act 20 of 1961) .- In section 12 of the Kerala Local 
Authorities Entertainments Tax Act, 1961 (Act 20 of 1961), - 

(i) in sub -section (3) , for the words “ Director of Local Bodies 
or such other officer not below the rank of a Deputy Director of Local 
Bodies " , the words “ Director or such other officer not below the 
rank of a Deputy Director " shall be substituted ; 


(ii) at the end of sub-section (3), the following Explanation 
shall be inserted , namely S 

" Explanation . For the purposes of this sub -section the terms 
“ Director " and " Deputy Director " shall , 


(i) in their application to bye-laws made by a municipality, 
mean respectively the Director and the Deputy Director appointed by 
the Government to perform the functions of the Director and the 
Deputy Director under the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 
1961) ; and 

( ii ) in their application to bye-laws made by a Panchayat, 
mean respectively the Director and the Deputy Director appointed by 
the Government to perform the functions of the Director and the 
Deputy Director under the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 
1960). " . 


6. Amendment of section 2 of the Kerala Cattle Trespass Act, 1961 
(Act 26 of 1961).- In section 2 of the Kerala Cattle Trespass Act, 
1961 (Act 26 of 1961), for clause (2) , the following clause shall be 
substituted , namely - 

“ (2 ) Director , in relation to any area comprised in a munici 
pality or a municipal corporation , shall mean the Director appointed 
under claus (13 ) of section 3 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 
1960 (Act 14 of 1961), and , in relation to any area comprised in a 
Panchayat, shall mean the Director appointed under clause (7 ) of 
section 2 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 1960) ;" .

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II . Examination Fees:-(a ) The examination fees for each subject 
will be as follows: 

Lower grade - Rs. 3 
Higher grade - Rs . 14 

High Speed ( Typewriting)-Rs. 15 

(b ) The examination fees should be remitted into a Government 
Treasury under the Head of Account XXVI E. c (1) and the chalan 
in proof of having remitted the amount should accompany each appli 
cation . 

(c) Consolidated chalan receiptwill also be accepted from the 
Recognised Institutions provided all the candidates whose examination 
fees have been included in the chalan receipt take their examinations 
at one centre . A consolidated list of applications arranged in alpha 
betical order separated males and females) showing the name of candi 
dates, subject, grade, fee remitted , chalan number, date and name of 
Treasury should be furnished along with the application and other 
documents . Particulars of candidates who are exempted from payment 
of examination fees should be separately shown in the list . The appli 
cation forms and other documents should be securely fastened and 
tagged together arranged in the sameorder as in the list enclosed , 

( d ) UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES EXAMINATION 
FEES ONCE PAID WILL BE REFUNDED OR ADJUSTED 
TOWARDS ANOTHER EXAMINATION . 

( e ) All candidates except students belonging to the Other 
Backward Class Community , Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, 
Kudumbis and Christian Converts from Scheduled Castes and Sche 
duled Tribes should remit examination fees. 

Students belonging to Other Backward Communities, are exempt 
cd from payment of examination fees for their First appearance only, 
subject to income limit of Rs. 1080 per annum . Income and Commu 
nity certificates issued by competent authority should be produced in 
original in order to be exempted from payment of examination fees. 

Students belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, 
Kudumbis and Christian Converts from heduled Castes, Schedule 
Tribes are exempted from payment of examination fees for their First 
Appearance and Second Appearance provided the second appearance 
is within a period of THREE years from his / her first appearance for 
the examination . Community certificates issued by competent autho 
rity should be produced in original for being exempted from payment 
of examination fees. 


In all the above cases of examination fee concessions, certificates 
from the Heads of institutes, where the candidate undergo the course of 
study should be obtained to the effect that he/she is appearing for the 
examination for the First Time or Second Timewithin a period of three 
years from his/her first appearance for the examination as the case may 
be and attached to the application . 


Candidates who belong to the Other Backward Community appear 
ing for the examination in CRAFT GROUP will be exempted from 
payment of examination fees provided they are presented through the 
Vocational Institutes included in the G.O.M.S. No.364/61 dated 
20-9-1961. 
MINIMUM QUALIFICATION FOR APPEARING FOR THE EXAMINATION . 

A. COMMERCE GROUP 
Lower Grade: Completed School Final Course and a course in the 
concerned subject in a recognised Technical Institute , 

Higher Grade : A pass in the Lower Grade in the concerned sub 
ject and a pass in School Final and completed the Course in Higher 
Grade in the concerned subject from a recognised Technical Institute. 

High Speed Test: A pass in the Higher grade examination in the 
concerned subject. 

B. ENGINEERING GROUP. 
Lower Grade : Completed School Final Course and a course in the 
concerned subject in a recognised Technical Institute. 

Higher Grade : A pass in the lower grade in the concerned subject 
and a pass in the School Final and completed the course in Higher 
Grade in the concerned subject from a recognised Technical Institute. 

C. CRAFT GROUP. 
Lower Grade : A pass in Form III or Standard VIII (Old ) or 
Standard VII (New ). 

Higher Grade : A pass in School Final or a pass in the lower grade 
examination of the concerned subject . 
NOTE : Candidates for the Spinning and Weaving Higher Grade 

should have passed the lower grade examination in the concern 

ed subject compulsorily . 
D. Candidates who have once appeared and failed for a subject 
shall be allowed to appear again for that particular subject and grade. 
In this case candidates should furnish the previous Register Number and 
year of examination in the application . 

Candidates shall be allowed to appear as Private Candidates when 
they are under Government Service or Semi-Government or Private 
Departments, provided they have the minimum educational qualifi 
cation and that their applications for admission should be forwarded 
through proper channel. Such candidates should have completed a 
service of not less than 2 years in their respective departments. 

Candidates for lower grade in SPINNING AND WEAVING 
should submit along with their application at least 2 samples of Fabrics 
( 24 x 24 ") each wellmounted and with all the particulars of looms 
and cloth . The pieces should be certified by the Head of either the 
institution where the candidates have been coached or a factory where 
they have worked that they have woven the pieces independently 
themselves. The name and centre of examination should be legibly 
written on each piece of the cloth sent. 
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Candidates for the Higher Grade in SPINNING AND WEAVING 
should submit at least three certified samples (two Dobby Woven 
and one Jackquard woven border or all over pattern 24 " x 24 " each 
neatly mounted giving all the loom and cloth particulars.) The pieces 
should be certified by the Head of either the institution where they 
have been coached or a factory where they have worked that they have 
woven the pieces independently themselves. The name and centre 
of examination should be legibly written on each piece of cloth thus 
forwarded .

Application for admission to the examinations should be in the 
form appended and should be forwarded to the

Covers or packets containing applications should be superscribed 
in block letters " APPLICATION FOR ADMISSION TO THE 
K.G. T. EXAMINATION OF MAY 1962" . 

The last date of remittance of examination fees into the Treasury 
without fine is 7th March 1962. Late remittance with a fine of Re.1 per 
application is allowed till 14th March 1962. The last date for the 
receipt of application with the chalan and other documents in the 
Office of the Secretary, Board of Public Examinations is 20th March 1962. 
APPLICATIONS RECEIVED AFTER 20TH MARCH 1962 WILL 
BE SUMMARILY REJECTED EVEN IF OTHERWISE IN 
ORDER . 

There should be two passport size photographs (bust alone ) affixed 
with each application . Photographs should be those taken recently 
or notmore than six months before the date of application and they 
should be affixed in the spaces provided in the application form . 

Two separate sheets of papers should be used , one for the applica 
tion and the other for aſfixing photographs as per form appended . 
The Hall Ticket form also should be filled up taking care to write 
nameof the candidate, subject and grade of examination exactly as in 
the application . 

Applications not in the prescribed form will be rejected without 
notice. Application formswill not be supplied from this office . Attes 
ted copies of the documents to prove date of birth , qualification , etc. 
should be furnished along with the application . Documents in original, 
should not be sent to this office in any case . True copies of the docu 
ments should be attested by Principals of Recognised Colleges, not the 
heads of institutions) Gazetted Officers and Headmasters of High 
Schools . 

Applications of the candidates appearing for subject under Engi 
neering and Commerce Groups should be certified by the Heads of the 
Recognised Institutes that the applicant has undergone the prescribed 
course of study in their institutes in the subject in which he/she is to be 
examined . Stencilled or lithographed certificates will not be accepted . 
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Candidates for Malayalaın Typewriting and Malayalam Shorthand 
should specify clearly that they are for Malayalam . In the absence of 
any indication it would be deemed that they are for English Type 
writing and Shorthand . 

Candidates for Shorthand should specify the system they have 
selected for the examination . If no indication is given they would be 
registered for Pitman s system only .

The Time Table for the groups of subjects concerned and instruc 
tions to candidates relating to the examinations will be published in 
the Gazette in due course . 

Candidates appearing for subjects under more than one group 
will take their own risk in the arrangements regarding Time Table 
and no candidate will be allowed to appear for the Lower and Higher 
grades in the same subject at one and the same session of the examina 
tion . 

Question papers will be supplied to the candidates in the Exa 
mination hall in English and Malayalam for the subjects under Craft 
Group. For Typewriting and Shorthand the question papers will be 
in English or Malayalam according to the language chosen by the 
applicants for these subjects.
